Congressional Proceedings. 
WASHINGTON, January 27. 


ture yesterday decided to report ad- 
versely, the bill introduced by Dele- 
gate Carey of Wyoming, regarding 
pleuro pneumonia and other discases 
of cattle. This measure was drafted 
by the National Cattle Growers’ Associ- 
ation at their recent session in Chicago, 
and provides for an appropriation of 
$),000,000 for carrying out the pro- 
visions of the bill. The action of the 
Committee was based upon the pen- 
dency of. Mr. Hatch's pleuro pneu- 
monia bill. 

The committee laid upon the table, 
Representative Parker’s bill, 
proposed to amend the oleomargarine 
act by increasing the tax from two to 
six cents per pound, and by striking 
out the provision for a forfeiture of 
oleomargarine found to contain ingre- 
dients deteterious to the public health. 

So far as regards merely the number 

of appropriation bills passed at this 
period of the short session, it is con- 
sidered that the work of this Congress 
is below the average for the past 10 
years. 
The Tariff and Bevenue bill pre- 
pared by Mr, Randall and his friends, 
has been printed, and the date of its 
presentation in the House will be fixed 
at a meeting to be held this evening. 

Putting up Wire Fencing. 

CHIO, January 26. 

At a meeting of the barb-wire pool 
here to-day a general advance of five 
to ten per cent. in price were adopted, 
to take place immediately. Fifty U- 
censes Of the Washburn-Moen Com- 
pany, composing the pool, were all re- 
presented, and action on the advance 
was unanimous. Ihe pool is incor- 
porated ander the name of the United 
Wire Company. 

After the meeting Vice President 
Marsh said: “The members of the 
pool have for the past four years have 
been more or less unsuccessfully try- 
ing to regulate the production, but 
now have the matter where they want 
.“ He said the pool is about to co- 
operate with the Smooth Wire Associa- 
tion toward curtailing the output of 
smooth and barb wire correspond- 
ingly, and that over production would 
be avoided.

ALEXANDRIA, Vt., January 26

Instructed to Investigate. 
WASHINGTON, January 27. 

The Senate yesterday proceeded to 
the consideration of the resolution re- 
ported Tuesday by Hoar, instructing 
the committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions to investigate the allegations 
made by three people of Washington 
county, Texas as to their being driven 
from their homes, compelled to aban- 
don their property and deprived of 
the rigbt of suffrage in that county. 
After a long discussion the resolution 
was adopted hy a vote of 31 to 26.

The next move will be to get the 
engineers on tug boats to refuse to 
burn the coal or to tow it, aud other 
labor organizations whoare dependent 
op the coal supply will be compelled 
to quit work. Ferryboats are 
seriously inconvenienced by lack of 
coal, and one line had grocery and 
other wagons bringing coal from 
small yards, but when they came 
around so often the dealers refused to 
sell.

An eastern exchange says: To 
char fence — simply prevents 
the outside from decaying, but does 
uot in auy manner prevent decay 
inside the charred portion, Tar or 
any paint does not prevent decay, 
the post being in the ground, for 
the moisture is constantly satur- 
ating the substance below. But if 
we saturate the hole substauee of 
the wood with some non-drying oil, 
the posts will be preserved until 
the oil is carried away by natural 
means, requiring many years,

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Lecture on the Lost Sunsets, 


It is a noteworthy illustration of 
what can scarcely be regarded other- 
wise than a neglect on the part of 
our artists, that scarcely an attempt 
appeared on the walls of the last 
two years’ exhibitions at the Royal 
Academy to record the strangely 
magnificent sunrises and sunsets 
which formed the theme of so much 
admiration and speculation during 
the autumn of 1883, recalling Cow- 
per’s lines— 

“ Fires from beneath, and meteors from above, 

Porten 


tous, unexampled, unexplained, 
Have kindled beacons in the skies.” 


Yet the effects were as splendid as 
they were novel. One observer tells 
how, in London, on a certain morn- 
ing, ‘‘the somber haze of the east 
gradually brightened as the sun 
arose, until the whole firmament was 
ablaze with roseate light, which by 
6:30 had changed into a broad belt 
of orange and scarlet, surmounted 
by a glorious mass of opalescence. 
The river seemed as if spanned with 
an ethereal bridge of ruby and gold 
Indeed, such a blaze overspread the 
city that the cry of fire was raised; 
and the bridges were lined by spec- 
tators who halted for a moment to 
feast their eyes on the outline of the 
Tower standing out against a back- 
round of luminous red, and the 
ofty dome of St. Paul’s seen with a 
clearness which must have reminded 
some of the on-lookers of the front 
view of that still more famous 
„dome which a thought of Michael 
Angelo’s hung in the golden air of 
Rome, a scene surely worthy of 
the artist's pencil! but now, it is to be 
feared, passed forever away. 

Many attempts, it will be remem- 
bered, were made to explain these 
remarkably beautiful phenomena, 
amongst which the following seems 
to be amongst the most satisfactory : 
„The magnificence of the recent dis- 

lays was doubtless due to the Fun, 
invisible mist in the air, or perhaps 
a stratum of ice particles, admitting 
of the rays of tha departing and 
rosy sun being refected from it, or 
to the circumstances of the larger- 
sized aqueous constituents of the 
clouds enabling the undulations of 
light to reflect all their color constit- 
ueatse—the coarser oscillations of the 
red and yellow, as well as the ex- 
ceedingly delicate vibrations of the 
blue. As the sun sinks towards the 
horizon, and the thickness of atmos- 
ety through which the rays of 
ight have to pass becomes greater, 
more air particles necessarily lie in 
their path, and, as Dr. Mann has 
shown, more and more of the less 
refrangible rays are arrested with 
the augmenting length of the track 
—first the blue, then the green, 
afterwards the yellow, and finally 
the orange and red. Consequently, 
as that eminent meteorologist points 
out, although the light reflected 
from the sky at noon comprises only 
the weak azure vibrations, that 
which is reflected from the vapors 
and clouds after sunset consists 
chiefly of the crimson rays which 
have made their way up through the 
long air track, and which are thence 
thrown back totheeye. This is the 
rationale of all sunsets.’’—[From the 
Art Journal for November.
